Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


fo the School Committee of Sumner, 

Gentlemen:—lollowing is the annual report of the schools of Sum- 
ner. 

We have been obliged to again shorten our school year to the 
number of weeks required by law. What was lost in time may have 
been partially gained in a better attendance. Bonney School leads 
with an average of 94 per cent.; East Sumner, Sumner Hill, ani) 
Pleasant Pond, have each 91 per cent.; Doble, and Morrill, 88 per 
eent.; West Sumner, 85 per cent.; Redding, 83 per cent. The fol- 
lowing pupils have not been absent one-half day:—Belle Bon- 
ney, Carl Bonney, Elwyn DeCoster, Arthur Farrar, Amy Garey, El- 
den Gavev, Laura Parlin, Howard, Parlin, Sadie Redding, Beryl Rus- 
sell. 

Three teachers have held their positions the entire year, while 
three others have remained in the same school for two terms. 

The text-books still show too rough usage. Teachers can do’ 
much to prevent this, but children should also be taught in the homes 
the proper use and care of books. New books placed in the Doble 
school at the opening of the fall term showed almost no signs of 
wear at the close of the winter term. 

All of our schools need maps and several are without dictionaries. 

I trust the town may vote to unite with other towns for the em- 
ployment of a_ skilled superintendent. Our small schools, where 
we are obliged, for the most part, to employ untrained — teachers, 
oug iat to be greatly benefited thereby 

In closing, tf wish to thank the people of the town for the hearty 
support given both to myself and the teachers under me. ,
